The s»e< tarular resignation of Sec- 
retary of Stale Wlliam Jvnninirs 
Bryan ami it, prompt aroepUme t.y 
President Wil«on furnish the «en na- 
tion of the hour. Disagreement as to 
the term, of the second note to (Jer- 
many. which the president matie 
1 stronrer thna Mr. Hr\nn thought the 
occasion <lemnn<leit anit might he pro- 
ductive of war, wan the cause of the 
rupture. It in sail! however that the 
two had disagreed on several occa- 
sion* and that it was the third time 
the secretary had tendered hi, resig 
nation. Though he owed much to Mr. 
Bryan it is unfortunate that the presi- 
dent had to select him as In- <lti«-f 
viser, as he is unfitted by tempera 
ment for the handling or trreat issues, 
.being more of a theol.«t than a state«- 
man. Tie is usually obseseed with one 
or two ideas, peace being the domi- 
nant one now and he seams Hi be for 
it at any price, even to permitting 
Cermany to murder the citizens of 
the United States, without rtemmid 
for apology and reparation. Th« coun- 
try is with the president in his deter- 
mination to hold the Kaiser to a 
strict responsibility for the lives of 
those who went down with the Lusi- 
tania when she was destroyed by a 
German submarine and Mr. Bryan 
will find that he has not added to his 
popularity by opposing «nlm. The peo- 
ple are for peace if it can he honor- 
ably maintained and not at the ex- 
pense of the lives of innocent men. 
women and children on the high sens 
or elsewhere. 

Mr. Rryan has many friend- who 
trust him so explicitly that they will 
stick to him right or wrong but he 
has lost many othe-- ajf his act as' 
well as by his failure a* he premier 
of the administration. His resignation 
at thin time is most unfortunate as it 
may lend the Cerman government to 
think that this country is divided in 
its sentiment for holding it to a BftJet 
compliance with international law. 
but if it docs it will di*c< vet the mis- 
take. President Wilson mean« busi- 
ness and a very large mnjotity of the 
people will back him in any reason- 
able demands he mav make. 

It is intimate.l that Mr. Bryan will 
devote his time, now to preaching 
peace and prohibition, possibly with a 
view to a fourth nom ; "ation for the 
presidency, but we believe he has had 
his day and that he will no longer be 
a power to be reckoned with. 

We have stood by him through 
thick and thin, but we belive it is the , 
dutv of everv citizen now to stand 
bv the pie-ident satisfied that he will 
steer the ship of state through the 
breakers to the port of peace, but 
peace or war we are with him. much 
as we WOU ld deplore war. 

Pernberg has'engaged passage on a 
steamer of theh Norwegian- American 
line sailing Saturday. That nothhing 
will prevent his going and making hi« 
stay after he get* there an indefinite 
one. every loyal citizen of these Unit- 
ed States joins in the hope.
